The third annual convention of the 
Alberta Federation of Labor concluded 
its deliberations in the Mechanics’ Hall 
yesterday afternoon by the election by 
acclamation of Alderman J, A. Kinney, 
of Edmonton, as president, and Walter 
Smitten, of Calgary, as secretary, and 
selecting Lethbridge as the next place 
of meeting, the date to be fixed by the 
executive, It has been one of the most 
important gatherings in the history of 
the federation, and was attended by a 
large representation of the leaders of 
the labor movement from all parts of 
the province. 

Prior to the curtain being run down 
a number of resolutions were adopted, 
the one that occasioned most discus- 
sion being that calling for the censure | 
of the members of the executive of 
the Canadian Trades Congress for 
agreeing to the registration scheme of 
the government. Eventually the con- 
vention decided to delete the resolu- 
tion from its proceedings the majority 
of the delegates taking the view that 
congress by the resolutions it had 
passed had placed the executive in a 
difficult position. 

Resolutions were passed recom- 
mending the government to amend the 
Liquor Act so as to permit of the sale 
of 3 per cent. beer direct by the 
breweries to the public; in fe OF | 
an immediate increase in the wages of 
letter-carriers of at least 50 cents per 
day on the several grades, favoring 
legislation to secure the fair wages 
clause in all contracts, the abolition of 
interest on mortgages on the homes of 
all who have enlisted for active ser- 
vice and immediate action to protect 
the homes of those who have been 
killed or died on active service from } 
foreclosure; in favor of all expendi- 
tures incurred in the care of returned 
disabled soldiers being borne by the 
state; equal pensions for all ranks of 
soldiers and of a sufficient amount to 
provide the necessities of life for the 
soldier and his famity, and in favor of 
government inspection of railway 
boarding cars and railway construction 
camps, 

In regard to Workmen's Compensa- 
tion, the convention instructed the 
executive to use its efforts towards se- | 
curing for Alberta such legislation as 
is in operation in’ British Columbia 
with certain amendments for the pro- 
tection of casual labor and in regard 
to the amount of compensation, 

Opposition to Registration. 

Delegate J. R. Knight proposed a 
resolution censuring the representa- 
tive of the executive of the Canadian 
Trades Congress, Watters, P. Draper, 
Rigg and J. Simpson for agreeing to 
the “Registration Scheme,” and advis- 
ing trades unionists to comply with it. 

Delegate Knight asserted that be- 
cause of the disturbance their action 
had created among the trades organ- 
izations in Canada the representatives

Delegate Roper pointed out that the

not want conscription or registration.

Resolution Re Light Wines, 

On a vote by 15 to 10, the following 
resolution submitted by G, Drewett 
and J, Calteral, Brewery Workers, 
was adopted, 

“That the Alberta Yederation of 
Labor goes on record as recommend- 
ing the Government of Alberta to 
amend the said Liquor Act as follows: 
(1) In permitting the sale of lager and 
other beers and stouts containing a 
maximum of 3 p.c, of aleohol. (2) In 
allowing the breweries to sell direct to 
the public as recommended by the Do- 
minion Trades and Labor Congress. 
And be it further resolved that the 
above be brought to the attention of 
the Premier and other M.P.P.s of the 
province for the early action of the Al- 
berta Government.” 

Tax For Public Works. 

On the motion of Delegate Vickrage 
it was resolved: 

“That the executive be instructed to 
draft an act providing for a small tax 
levy to be set apart as a fund for use 
in continuing public works during 
financial stringencies, also for pro-

SINKS TEN MERCHANT SHIPS

Official Announcement Made That Freiich and British Ships Missing 
For Some Time Were Sunk by Raider of Moewe Type—Warning 
is Issued to All Shipsp—Damage Was Done Off South American 


Coast—Boat is Not Yet Captured 


London, Jan, 17.—Hight British and two French merchant vessels 
are believed to have been sunk by a Germman raider. 

The ships sunk by the German raider are: British—Dramatist, 
Radnorshire, Minieh, Netherby Hall, Mount Temple, King George, 
Georgic, and Voltaire. French—Nantes and Asnieres. 

The steamships St. Theodore and Yarrowdale were captured. 
Their whereabouts is unknown. 

Most of these boats when last reported were in the South Atlantic. 
indicating that the German raider has been at work off the South 
American coast. At Norfolk, ldst night, there was picked up a wire- 
less warning that a German raider was off the Brazilian coast, near 
Pernambuco, last Friday. The message, addressed ‘‘to all ships,’’ 
placed the raider in latitude 7 degrees sonth and longitude 25 degrees

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—-With the 
idea of encouraging international

Zanders, while he some- 
times competes at these distances, is 
better in the longer contests, ranging 
from 3000 to 56000 meters.

The members of the American five- 
man track team who competed in 
Scandinavia last autumn were greatly 
impressed by the running of the two 
Swedish amateurs. Bolin defeated 
Ted Meredith five times at distances 
ranging from 800 to 1000 metres, but 
the former University of Pennsylvania 
star turned the tables upon Bolin 
the 400-metre races, Zanders also 
defeated Meredith in a 1000-motre 
race, the distance being too great for 
the American. Bolin and Zanders 
divided honors in the 800 and 
metre races at the Swedish champion- 
ships held in August, and 
won first place in the 1500 and 5000- 
metre races and the 2000-metre 
steeplechase at the Scandinavian 
championships, while Bolin was sec- 
ond in the 400 and first in the 800- 
metre races against the best runners 
ot Norway, Denmark and Sweden.
